S.O. 2984,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of Ihe Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1,47), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following further amendments to the Export (Control; Order, 1962, namely:— 

In Part B of Schedule I to the said Order, for entries (ii) and (iii) of item 16, 
the following shall be substituted:— 

"(ii) Handloom fabrics of the variety commonly known as ‘‘Bleeding 
Madras’’ and garments made therefrom, 

(iii) Export to U.K. of cotton manufactures whether as piece or made up 
including garments but excluding cotton carpets, cotton rugs, cotton 
durries, cotton shawls and hanaloom manufactures other than the 
variety known as “Bleeding Madras” and garments made therefrom 
and Handloom striped bed spreads known as “Etawah stripes".
